which is undercut by thousands of 
shipments smuggled or mailed in here 
from adjoining states.

New Style of Fighting 


LONDON —W— Tear up your olcl, 


military textbook—modern warfare has- 
gone streamlined, mostly air-stieam- 
lined.

The old idea that artillery preparat- 


ion must precede an infantry ad- 
vance, that supply and ammunition 
trains must follow up the advances to 
provision troops adequately, even that 
hospital tioops are necessary, is about 
as useless as last month's map. 


The modem method, epecially the 


tactics being pursued; by the attacking 
Germans is, according to a neutral 
military observer, as intricate as a 
Colgate football maneuver and just 
about as efficient. 


The German method might be der 


scribed as a naval battle on land. Aft- 
er choosing the objective or country 
to be attacked and invaded, a huge 
armada of heavy bombers appears ov- 
er the selected country. Armed with 
bombs weighing up to 500 pounds, 
these act as the long-ranged artillery, 
dive-bombing pieviously selected ob- 
jectivejective. Each plane has a defin- 
ite target. 


As these planes drop their eggs and 


turn abput, they become, on the re- 
turn trip, mechanized machine gun 
units, firing at anything visible on the 
ground. A new wave of lighter planes 
armed with lighter bombs and iaceud- 
lary fuses then descends like locusts.
